They ftate, that 
they have good reafon to believe the whole of the prefent crop, (fome 
feed excepted, where there is any), will be totally confumed by the ‘end 

of February, or beginning of March ; aboat Which time, it is apprehend- 
ed, the diftreffes of the poor will be as great as ever: ‘hat the repeated 
failure of the crops in Shetland; and the lofs of their cattle, have redu- 
eed fo great a proportion of the inhabitants to abfolute beggary, that the 
highett liberalty of thofe in ésfier cireumftances, cannot extend to half 
their wants: They thereforé pray, That what further fupply is procured, 
may be fent by the next fips, which are expected to fail in January or 
Februiry, partly in meal, and partly in Jean feed oats, and rough bear ; 
for want of which lait year, in proper feaion, the people had neither 
ftrength to till their lands, nor feed t. fow them; which fevere diftrefles 
_mutt continue from year to year, unlefs carly and effeétual relief is af- 
forded. 

Thefe accounts are confirmed by the information of fuudry perfuns of 
veracity, fre rbd ed come from that country ; and whé further add, 
that the diftreffes of the poor inhabitants are greatly heighteucd, bya ge- 
neral failure of the ufual fupplies of Frnall ath? which, fe all Prowler pent:

The dif- 
ferences fubfifting between the Emperor and the Dutch, being 
referred to the deteymination of the Congrefs to fit thereon, 
and which is to be held at Paris, nothing farther can be ex- 
pected to tranfpire on that fubject till the vefult of their delibe- 
ration is known, ‘The opmion of thofe, whofe fituation ought 
to cnable them to form a_ good conjecture, is, that there will 
be no war. Indeed, the Dutch Amballador makes no feerct 
of hinting this ia pretty plain terms. 

** Mr Fox and his principal fupporters continge as deter- 
mined as ever to embrace every means in -heir pewer for re- 
gaining the reins of Government, and ase confulting on the 
mott likely methods to effect their purpofe. Several grounds. 
ave already determined on as furnifhing matter of oppofition to 
the Adminiftration ; and an attack on Mr Pitt’s commutation 
bill is faid to be a topic on which Oppofition meah to be not a 
little diffufe, Moft certainly great feope will be found for ar- 
raigning this meafure. Since the aé&t was _pafled, the price of 
teas hag been as high as ever, and the aihiey of them actually 
worfe than before. What adds, too, to caft an odium on this 
bill is, that it will be impofkble to repeal it without having done 
a moft eflential injury to the revenue. To avoid the additional 
duty it impofed on window-lights, great numbers caufed ma- 
ny of their windows to be blocked up, and which they wil? 
not have reftored fhould Mr Pitt’s bill be repealed, in which 
cafe the window-duty, as it ftood previous to its paffing into a 
law, will be very confiderably reduced, and the public revenue 
thereby hurt beyond the power of a remedy. 

** Advices are faid to be received from Treland, refpe&ing 
the certain aflurances they have of peace and order being pre- 
erved throughout that kingdom, and every ground of differ- 
ence between Irelaad and Great Britain being happily removed, 
at leaft for the prefent. 

* Mr Fox has publicly declared his intentions Sto iatroduce, 
early in the fefhon, a bill into Parliament for preferving the 
rights of Juries. This bill will have a moft able and powerful 
patron in Lord Loughborough, who, it, is faid, and we believe 
with truth, is decidedly of opinion, that to the important office 
of a Jury, on a charge of a libel, fumething more belongs, than 
merely to determine whether a paper has been publifhed: thar 
a Jury ought not only to confider the naturxe and tendency of 
the publication, but the #ntent with which itis publiffied : thar, 
in othet words, they have a right to:confider the:law and the 
fact on an iffue compounded, as is the iflue of Not Guilty, of 
law and fact ; and that they have a right to expect the afliftance 
and direction, in matter of law, of the Judge who, prefides at 





the trial, if neceffary, to enable them to formrtheir opinion cor- } 


rectly upon the law. Of this. opinion Lord Loughborough 
has always been ; having formerly given it his zealous fup- 
port, and uniformly maintained it fince, both in and out of of- 
fice. Every friend of public liberty will intereft himfelf in this 
bill; which, it is hoped, will be one additional triumph of the 
genuine conttitution of the country over its open enemies and 
their fecret abettors.
